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THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The dominant feature of the Democratic plat- 
form prepared by the unanimous committee is 
its comprehensive treatment of the high-cost-of- 
living issue, 
Of the five principal] issues that it recognizes, 
three might be termed cost-of-living issues. The 
first in importance upon which the main stress 
is properly laid is the declaration for tariff re 
form with immediate downward revision espec- 
ially of schedules which affect the necessaries of 
life; revision looking eventually to tariff for 
revenue only, but reductions to be gradual so as 
not to impair legitimate industry. 

Straightforward and strong declarations deal 
with the question of the lawless trusts; and 
direct issue is taken with the Republican plat- 
form as to the high cost of living, the Democratic 
contention laying it flatly to tariff and trust 
extortions. 

It is a platform in keeping with the Demo- 
cratic purpose as expressed in the party’s action 
in Congress, and is in high contrast both to the 
flagrant record of recent Republicanism and to 
the declaration of Republican principles which 
boasts of the tariff, apologizes for the trusts and 
falsifies as to the cost of living. 

The Democratic: platform as announced by the 
committee is well calculated to appeal to the 
progressive element in all parties.

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ALMA-TADEMA. 

Dying on the very day the Baltimore conven- 
tion opened, Sir Laurence Alma-Tadema passed 
away with less of comment on his career than 
would have been the case if American events had 
not been so exciting. He was born in the Nether- 
lands in 1836, but has long been accounted a Brit- 
ish artist, as he settled in London in 1870 and be- 
came a naturalized British subject in 1873. His 
second wife was Miss Laura Epps, an English 
lady who, under her married name, also won a high 





this connection that Laurence and Anna Alma- 
Tadema, children of the great paintef’s first wife, 
a French lady who died in Brussels in 1869, have 
made reputations—the former in literature, the 
latter in art. 

Alma-Tadema’s first great success was a picture 
of “The Education of the Children of Clovis” 
(1861), which was exhibited at Antwerp. The 
spirit of romance that was in the artist’s nature 
is displayed in a series of Mero-Vingian pictures, 
of which the finest is probably the “Fredegonda”’ 
of 1878. But much superior in general interest to 
these studies from the most barbarous period of 
the Middle Ages is the series known as “Egyp- 
tians 3000 Years Ago.’ Among Alma-Tadema’s 
notable Egyptian pictures are “The Mummy” 
(1867), ““‘The Chamberlain of Sesostris”’ (1869) and 
“Joseph, Overseer of Pharaoh’s Granaries” (1874). 
But his strongest art-impulse was toward the pre- 
sentation of the life of ancient Greece and Rome, 
and “The Pyrrhic Dance” is one of the most fa- 
mous of his compositions. .After his arrival in 
England Alma-Tadema’s career wag ohe of con- 
tinued success, from “The Vin Festival” of 
1870 to the “An Earthly Paradise” of 1891 and 
the “Spring” of 1895. His numerous small can- 
vasses are of exquisite tinish, and these, says a 
competent critic, as well as all his works, ‘“‘are 
remarkable for the way in which flowers, tex- 
tures and hard reflecting substances, like metals, 
pottery, and especially marble, are painted. His 
work shows much of the fine execution and bDril- 
iant color of the old Dutch masters. By the 
human interest with which he imbues all his 
scenes from ancient life he brings them within 
the scope of modern feeling, and charms us with 
gentle sentiment and playful humor.”

He brought back many 
specimens and will endeavor to intreduce we 
variety in this country.

our native cherry stock. Deterioration in Missouri 
cherry pie technique is not due to the same 
causes as deterioration in Missouri julep techni- 
que. There is never any shortage in the raw 
materials for the iatter, but frost in soiae seasons 
and drouth in others have lamentably restricted 
our cherry crop and sent cherry prices beyond 
the reach of the practiced pie-makers of the plain 
people. Intensive cherry culture is a State need. 

Is it probable, wowever, that cherries from any 
mollycoddle bush can take the place that right- 
fully belongs to cherries from a lordly tree? 
Virtue is imparted to this regal fruit for pies by 
the way it is grown. Qualities of deliciousness 
from which it can never be separated in the mind 
of the consumer are added by the very manner 
in which it is gathered. Does anybody ever eat 
cherries even in the city without thinking of the 
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i smooth-barked tree, with the wind swaying the 
‘branches and making his roost pleasantly in- 
secure and the leaf canopy overhead temptingly 
dotted with thousands of ruby points and ruby 
clusters and as like as not below a face in a sun- 
bonnet waiting expectantly for cherries to be 
thrown down to her? 

Pie properly made from tree picked cherries 
is a kitchen triumph to glory over. Pie from 
cherries picked from a bush could not possibly 
taste the same. That is just the way go0ose- 
berries are picked. What is this thing Mr. Meyer 
has brought from darkest Russia but an acidulous 
currant bush in disguise?

Possible Stock.

PARIS, June 29.—Prof. Metschnikoff brings for- 
ward a new argument in tavor of large families. 
He says that the best stock is’produced only at 
the fotirth or fifth birth. The professor had been 
asked to account for the alleged increase of crim- 
inality in France. His answer was one word, de- 
population. 

Prof. Metschnikoff afterward explained himself 
thus: The smaller families are the more chance 
there is of the children turning out idiots or crim- 
inals, which is véry much the same thing. There 
is a much higher proportion of degeneration and 
imbecility among first-born children than among 
others. The limitation of families, therefore, 
makes for the increase of abnormal individuals. 
The best stock is produced only at the fourth or 
fifth birth. 

Parents, therefore, who desire to do their best 
by their country and to bring into the world the 
finest offspring which they are capable of giving 
to the world, should have at least five children. 

As almost no families in France excel three, na- 
ture is given no chance to fashion her best handi- 
work. 

It would be interesting to obtain statistics of 
the number of criminals who were eldest sons or 
daughters.

Speaking of big melodrama, how 
strangely it sounds to hear now that 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, so long wedded to 
the tensely emotional in drama, is to 
appear in October under the manage- 
ment of John Cort in a distinctively 
light comedy role of the gayest and 
most joyous mood from start to finish 
of the play's story. 

This play in question at present boasts 
the awkward title of ““‘Whom Does 
Helen Belong To?’ and-is adapted by 
Ferdinand Gottschalk from “Wehm Ge- 
hoert Helene,”’ a German comedy ofEb- 
erhard Buehner’s writing, which ran for 
two years at the Neues Theater in Ber- 
lin. The play’s time-period is. the pres- 
ent, and its story concerns the more or 
less amusing predicament cf a woman 
lwho is an “innocent bigamiSt,” having 
become, by force of circumstances which 
she could not control, at one and the 
same time the wife of two men. She 
is described as having been moved by 
no disloyal intent in thug duplicating 
her marital bonds, being the vicim of 
accident and an ironic fate, and the fun 
of the story is said to arise from the 
art which she reveals in the delicate 
task of keeping each husband in igno- 
rance of the other’s existence. The sit- 
uations born of such a plot would seem 
io be more closély akin to farce than 
to legitimate light comedy, but they 
are said to be irresistibly diverting. Fol- 
low its two years’ run in Berlin, the 
original German play was taken to 
Vienna, where it held the stage for one 
entire year. 

In the role of Helen, the destiny-com- 
pelled bigamist, Leslie Carter will have 
the first exclusively light-comedy part 
of her playing during her career of 20 
years on the American stage. It will 
be interesting to note the extent of her 
achievement, now that she will be de- 
prived of those big “emotional mo- 
ments” that used to count for so much 
toward her success.

The resolution passed recently by 
the Municipal Assembly approving 
the action of United States Senator 
James A. Reed in asking Congress to

Mayor Kreismann told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday that he is 
not enthusiastic about writing letters 
to the congressmen urging their sup- 
port in the terminal controversy, He 
said he doubts whether Congress has 
the right to declare gq forfeiture of 
the Merchants’ Bridge. 

The Mayor added a tinge of sar- 
casm when he stated that notwith- 
standing his sentiments in the matter 
he would write the letters “in obey- 
ance to the mand&es of the repre- 
sentatives of the unterrified elector- 
ate.” 

“The sooner the public places more 
reliance in the courts to settle this 
terminal question and quits seeing 
ghosts the quicker we will get more 
concessions from the railroads beyond 
the transportation of passengers and 
freight from one point to another,’’ 
Mayor Kreismann declared. “The 
Courts are fully competent to handle 
the problem and decide it properly. I 
am not a strong believer in this pro- 
cess of resolving and resoluting to 
awaken the cheers of the populace.”’ 
The resolution indorsing the Reed 
measure was introduced in the House 
of Delegates by Delegate Igoe. It 
passed the House without a dissenting 
vote. It was approved in the City 
Council by a vote of 7 to 3%

Extensive Improvements 
Will Be Made at the Cor- 
ners of Broadway and 
Olive and Sixth and Mar- 
ket Streets. 


Definite announcements as to several 
large buildings projects mark the. exit 
of June in St. Louis realty and building 
circles. 

Assuring the erection of a modern 
five-story fireproof mercantile building 
at 312-314 North Sixth street, the Regal 
Shoe Co. has leased the project from the 
plans for a term of 20 years. 

The builder will be the James M. 
Carpenter Real Estate Co., which owns 
th, fee. The site has a frontage of 44 
feet on Sixth street by a depth of 60 
feet, forming an L with a holding of 
the company on Olive street. 

An annual rental of $18,000 is to be 
paid for the first five years, after which 
it is to be at the rate of $20,000. 

fhe entire first floor and basement of 
the bullding will be occupied by the 
Regal company, which contemplates sub- 
letting the upper floors. 

The lease was promoted by F. Cc. 
Breitt and A. S. Martin of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder Real Estate Trust 
Co., who represented the Regal company 
in the transaction, whereby it surren- 
dered its quarters in the ground floor of 
the building it is erecting at the south- 
west corner of Sixth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, to the Remoh Jewelry 
Co, 

‘ To Provide for Rental. 
The premiums in rental from the Sixth 


“street and Washington avenue building, 


the site of which is smaller than that 
of the building to be erected by Carpen- 
ter & Co., will provide for the rental 
of the new Sixth street lease. The rent- 
al that will be forthcoming from the 
stories of the Carpenter 
Building will defray its operating and 
exclusive of the 


taxes, which are to be paid by the 


Jessor. 


The first year’s rental of each build- 

gs, according to veterans of the real es- 
tate fraternity, will more than coun- 
-terbalance the original purchase price of 
the site. 

The new building will cost about $50,- 


000, while the ground is valued at $10,- 
000 a front foot. The rental, 


however, 
is at the,rate of 4 per cent on a vajua- 
tion of $450,000 for the first five years 
of the term, which is a new record for 
this section, but which does not exceed 
that being paid by the Adams Stamp and 
Seal Co. for a byllding at 412 North 
‘Sixth street, which recently was leased 
to it by Charles P. Mason, secretary and 
treastrer of the Board of Education. 

Sites of old improvements, with a 
depth of 109 in the block of the 
‘proposed building which will face the 
Railway Exchange Building, are valued 
at $15,000 a front foot. As the home of 
the Famous-Barr Co., which will oc- 
cupy eight stories of it from street to 
street, and as the headquarters of sev- 
eral big railway companies, the Railway 
Exchange Bullding, it Is believed, will 
form the magnet of the business dis- 
trict of the city.

WEEK'S SALES AT 
WEST WALNUT ARE

The high tide of sales was reached 
at West Walnut Manor last week when 
more than 100 lots of the subdivision 
were transferred by the David P. Leahy 
House and Home Co., the promoters.

GAMBLERS’ QUARREL 
STARTS A CLEANUP 


Arkansas Officers Take Notice of 
Jealous Complaint and Burn 


Much Paraphernalia. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark:, June 29.—Argen- 
ta gamblers fell out among. themselves. 
As a result, four of their gambling 
houses have been raided by the sheriff's 
deputies and $3000 worth of gambling 
paraphernalia, including four roulette 
wheels, confiscated and publicly burned. 

Following this exciting episode, the 
grand jury has undertaken a thorough 
investigation to clean out all the gam- 
blers not only in Argenta, which is 
merely suburb, but in Little Rock as 
well.

Sam Gershner of Argenta complained 
to Judge Lea that gambligg was being 
carried on in that city, although he had 
been denied the right to open a game 
himself. The court immediately called 
the grand jury’s attention to the situa- 
tion.

When the lease of the theater in the 
Century Building of the Century The- 
ater Company expires two years hence, 
provisions will have been made for the 
lessee, it is said, in @ skyscraper pro- 
jected by the Holbrook-Blackwelder 
Real Estate Trust Co. for the southwest 
corner of Twelfth and Olive’ streets. 

The site is owned by W. K. Bixby, 
who bought it at the instance of Hol- 
brook about eight years ago.

TO RAILWAY ENGINE 


Tests by French Military Aviator 
to Determine Strength 


of Wings. 

PARIS, June 29.—To determine how 
strong are the wings of an aeroplane, 
Capt. Charet ef the French military 
aviation service, attaches the machine to 
&@ locomotive, which is then gradually 
brought to a rapid rate of speed. 
Capt. Charet’s original tests took place 
between Survilliers and Louvres, and 
some severe tests were carried out. An 
aeroplane fastened to a truck behind d 
powerful locomotive was, for a distance 
of two or three miles, subjected to an 
ever-increasing speed. So far the aero- 
plane has resisted a speed of eighty or 
ninety miles an hour without danger, 
and if the wings of an aeroplane can 
resist traction at that rate against the 
wind they will be capable of resisting 
anything. 

These teste are being carried out with 
a view to satisfying the demands of the 
‘army authorities that all © aeroplanes 
should be so constructed as to resist 
every possible force of wind, and be- 
Cause some types of machines had not 
all these requisite qualities their use by 
officers has been temporarily forbidden.

The demoralization of the Clark 
forces by defections in Kansas, 
Arizona, Nebraska, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington forced the Missourian’s leaders 
to move for adjournment until 3:30 p. 
m. The motion for adjournment was 
made by D. R. Francis of B8t. Louis 
after the twenty-first ballot had been 
taken, but on roll call the convention 
refused to recess. 

The Wilson men objected to adjourn- 
ment, as they were pleased with the 
way Clark’s lead was dissolving and 
demanded a roll call on the motion. The 
Missourians wanted time to try to whip 
their organization into fighting shape 
again. This was the second time the 
Clark men had been forced to ask for 
adjournment as the Speaker's delega- 
tions were being broken up. 


Break From Speaker Clark Is 
Steady and His Totals Dwindle 


The break from the Clark vote was 
steady during the balloting, which began 
at 1 p.m. After the convention had 
been in session five and one-half hours, 
and nine ballots had oeen taken, Clark 


had lost 46 votes, while Wilson had 
gained 39, and Underwood, who had

After Bryan's speech tn the afternoon} 
the Nebraska vote was challenged and 
a poll ordered.

On previous 
ballots Nebraska voted: Clark, 13; Wil- 
son, 8 When the call was made for 
totals, Oklahoma's vote was challenged 
and a delegate from that State asked 
permission to explain the change of his 
vote from Wilson to Clark. There was 
more disorder, but through an appeal 
from Bryan, the delegate was given a 
hearing. He said: 

“My name is Giddings of ‘Opulent, 
Ok. I have always followed the lead- 


‘ership of the Nebraskan, but I do not 


like to sit here and hear asgpersions on 
my fellow-Democrats. I think it is time 
to call a halt in personalities and stand 
on principles.

Here a delegate cried from the floor:

Giddings defended his record as a 
Democrat and asked if Bryan could do 
the same.

Foss Gets Massechusetia’ 33. 

When Massachusetts was - reached 
Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston endeavored 
to obtain unanimous consent to make 
a statement. It was refused and Fitz-

34. votes for Foss, 2? for Clark.” 

An uprocr followed and the Maseachu- 
getts delegates protested they should be 
given an opportunity to place Foss in 
nomination.

A fight was narrowly averted as the 
officers of the convention forced it to 
back down the steps. Miss Gladys Ho- 
gan of Baltimore seized the California 
banner and tried to lead the demonstra- 
tion, but without much success. After 
the demonstration had lasted 2 min- 
utes the chair ordered the police to clear 
all banners from the hall and to allow 
no women in the sections reserved for 
delegates. Some semblance of order 
finally was restored. 

The poll of the Maryland delegation 
was resumed. A cheer greeted the 
vote of United States Senator Isadore 
Rayner, cast for Wilson. The poll 
was interrupted frequently by disor- 
der. It became so difficult to keep 
the delegates and spectators quiet 
that extra policemen were stationed 
about three feet apart in all the 
aisles.

A point of order egainst the split- 
ting of the deelgation vote was over- 
ruled by Chairman James, because no 
evidence that the delegation was un- 
der instructions was before the con- 
vention.

“By agreement of the representatives 
cf all of the candidates now before this 
convention I move that we adjourn un- 
til Monday.”

10 DEFEAT BRYAN} 


Urged by 20 New York Dele- 
gates, He Had Chance to 
End Deadlock. 


BALTIMORE, June 2. 

Following Bryan's attack upon Murphy 
and the New York delegation the lead- 
ing Democrats in Congress got together 
both in Washington and in Baltimore 
and tried to straighten out the situa- 
tion, They found that Bryan was ob- 
durate in his determination to prevent 
the nomination of any aspirant with 
the votes of New York. Of course, all 
the leaders 4id not take this threat at 
its full significance. They expressed 
the opinion that Brydn was playing the 
part of a dog in the manger, and that 


he was really trying to prevent the 
nomination of any but himself. 

This charge was made and repeated 
many times during the hot, turbulent 
afternoon and evening. Ths Bryan 
people retorted that their leader was 
doing nothing of the kind, but was try- 
ing to save the party from the control 
of Ryan, Belmont and Murphy and other 
men who are opposing his nomination. 

The supporters of Gov. Wilson, who 
had depended on the co-operation of 
Bryan, were incensed at his speech. W. 
F. McCombs, Gov. Wilson’s campaign 
manager; Senator Culberson of Texas, 
Fred Lynch of Minnesota and other 
leading Wilson men thought they had 
very good reason to believe that Mur- 
phy would leave Clark when he real- 
ized the futility of further efforts to 
nominate him. 

They had been informed that Mur- 
phy was trying to win “Tom” Tag- 
gwart, the Indiana boss, over to Clark, 
as a part of his deal with former 
Tammany Congressman W. R. Hearst 
of New York. Taggart, however, 
was adamant to all Murphy’s cajoler- 
fes and declared to every man who 
approached him that he would rath- 
er support Bryae than Clark. 

He admitted he had no particular 
objection to Clark except. that the; 
Speaker was the candidate of Hearst. 
Hearst, he said, had tried to discredit 
him in Indiana and he never would 
vote for any man favored by Hearst. 

How Wilson Could Have Won, 

Murphy realized before the ad- 
journment last night that. he could 
not put Clark over and it was prob- 
able he would have switched the 90 
votes from New York to Underwood. 
The adjournment declared by Sulzer 
defeated this plan. If Murphy had 
known the condition of the Bryan 
forces at the time of adjournment it 
probably would never have been 
taken, From one of Bryan’s lieuten- 
ants it was learned that between 1 
and 2 a. m., Saturday, his forces were 
short 34 votes of the 366 needed by 
them to prevent a nomination. If 
Murphy and the other managers had 
flopped to Wilson from Clark at that 
psychological moment, the New Jer- 
sey Governor would have been nom- 
inated. 

The Wilson managers say they had 
the vote in hand and that with Mur- 
phy’s help they could have achieved 
success. Murphy, however, was act- 
ing in accordance with the wishes of 
Thomas F. Ryan. The Ryan schedule 
for Tammanny caled for Harmon 
first, Clark second, then Underwood. 
No provision was made by Murphy 
and his Wall street allies to support 
Wilson, although more than 20 of. 
the delegates from New York urged 
Murphy to join the Wilson forces and 
end the dealock. Se the opportunity 
was permitted to go by because of 
the stubborn refusal of Murphy _to 
play the only sort of politics that 
would make certain the elimination 
of Bryan. 

When the Nebraska man, with his 
lieutenants, saw the mistake of Mur- 
phy, Taggart and Sullivan, there was 
a sigh of relief. Today the Bryan 
forces presented a solid front and 
every effort called forth a protest 
by Bryan himself. The anti-Bryan 
men shrewdly figured out that his 
attack upon Murphy really was in- 
tended to prevent the nomination of 
Gov. Wilson, for which there seemed 
to be a good chance when the conven- 


tion convened this morning. 
Bryan and his men naturally denied 


this charge, but Murphy and his fol- 
‘lowers clung to it tenaciously. The WIil- 
son men said that if Bryan had kept 
his hands off they would have been 


able to have won the New York dele-

_“The platform,” said Bryan, after the 
committee had drawn it, “is sufficiently 
progressive for me. I cannot say that 
it is the most progressive platform ever 
adopted by the Democrats, but it_is all 
right. 

Senator John W. Kern, chairman of 
the Committee on Platform and Reso- 
lutions, said: ‘“‘The platform of the Bal- 
timore convention is very much like the 
one adopted by the Democrats at Den- 
ver four years ago. It is progressive 
and strong. The committee framed it 
without serious friction on any point. 
There were differences of opinion at 
times, but, as a rule, the various planks 
were agreed upon after intelligent dis- 
cussion.”” 

The trust question fs next in import- 
ance to the tariff.

he is vain to a degree and jealous 
of his title, and he has courage. 
The challenger has nothing much 
recommend him but courage, 
strength and physique. It would be 
dangerous to question the former, 
while\his strength and physique are 
far beyond the standard found in men 
weighing. in the neighborhood of 190 
‘pounds, -He makes no pretense of 
being a skillful boxer, but claims 
‘distinction. .as a fighter pure. and 
simple.. ;His ‘speed is not sufficient 
‘to attract special notice at any time 
"and. his knowledge of the game is an 
unknown quantity, even though he 
has engaged in it for the past eleven 
years. His utter disregard of all the 
set rules governing the art of self- 
defense is the proof of this. Know- 
ing enough to take the position of a 
boxer, he soon drops that and rushes 
in like a rough-and-tumble fighter, 
hitting with either hand when and 
where he can and seems to make but 
little effort to protect himself. Any 
boxer of ordinary ability can hit him 
with ease, but it requires something 
more than ordinary hitting ability to 
make an impression upon him. Blows that would stop short the career 
of other men only serve to arouse the demon in Jim Flynn and he fights 
with the maddened fury of a wounded bear. To be beaten he must be 
knocked senseless or battered beyond the power of human endurance to 
survive. \ 

The fight on July 4 will be between a skillful fighter and a fighter with 
mo.set rule of action. Both are trained athletes of powerful build, but John- 
eon is the bigger. Both have courage, but Johnson is sensibly so, while Flynn 
is a fighting fool. 

The comparison makes Johnson stand out as a winner, but the deduction does 
not make him a certainty. He has an element to reckon with that is as dan- 
gerous as a flash of lightning. He says he is prepared for whatever happens, 
and anticipates an easy victory, but those who have carefully watched Flynn 
in preparation for the greatest battle of his career, are not so sanguine of an 
easy victory, and believe the black champion will have to extend himself to 
the limit. 

Johnson is today a happy, care-free athlete of courteous manner and oblig- 
ing disposition, while Flynn is about as happy and obliging as a caged tiger. 
The champion, while training, has found no one his equal in strength and 
skill,, and he takes no advantage; the challenger is merciless, and those who’ 
are assisting him must be able to care for themselves.

T is the opinion of those who have watched these men in preparation that 

| next Thursday’s battle will be a test of strength, courage and endurance. 

Both men seem to have all of this, but in everything else Johnson appears 

to have the advantage, height, weight,reach, shill and generalship. It may be 

that neither is a harder puncher than the other, but I believe Johnson is the 

. greater punisher. When he hits there is no drawback to his blow and the hand 
is shot forward as if to go clear through. 

Fiynn has directed his own training and probably has done as well as any- 
one could have done for him, for he is <1 extremely hard man to handle and 
brooks no interference with plans formulated by himself. This was partly re- 
sponsible for his separation from Tommy Ryan, though a financial difference 
between Ryan and Jack Curley is said to have had something to do with it. 
It is not likely, however, that Ryan could have done more for Flynn than the 
latter has done for himself. It would have been impossible for Ryan to have 
changed Flynn's style of fighting and the rest has been done by Flynn himself 
with satisfactory results.

DEALERS PROTEST 
EXTRA ST. LOUIS SHOW 


Some of the presidents of automobile 
manufacturing companies have been 
having a lively setto by mail with their 
St. Louis agents during the past two 
weeks. Announcement was sent out 
from the offices of the National Associ- 
ation of Automobile Manufacturers that 
a “‘show circuit” had been established 
and that a “national show’ would be 
held in St. Louis at the Coliseum the 
first week in March, 1913. 

The St. Louis Automobile Manufac- 
turers and Dealers’ Association has been 
holding a big local show for six years, 
the profits being paid back, in rebates 
on their space at the show, to members. 

As soon as the announcement of the 
national show was made the local deal- 
ers, members of the St. Louis associa- 
tion, to the number of 6 firms, began 
writing protests, and the officers of the 
national manufacturers’ body have evi- 
dently been awakened to the fact that 
they have stirred a hornets’ nest. 

Samuel Breadon of St. Louis, who is 
in the East, writes that he is assured 
that the permission for a St. Louis show 
was given under a misapprehensiou, 
and that it will be withdrawn. The same 
word has come to Stewart McDonald 
of St. Louis and President Frank R. 
Tate of the local association has letters 
from several men in the East who say 
that they have no intention to offend 
the local trade and that steps will pe 
taken July 10 at their meeting to correct 
the matter. Stewart McDonald will, as 
a director, attend that meeting. 


SUSPENDED FOR 
WRONG ADVERTISING 


The Contest Board of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association was quite 
busy last week. That board issues 
sanctions for all automobile events 
run in the United States and its rules 
are very rigid. Occasionally some un- 
wise or careless motorist oversteps 
the rules and then comes the thunder 
clap, for he, speaking figuratively, 
“gets it in the neck” with a suspen- 
sion which prevents him from partic- 
ipating in any event until it is 
raised. 

Last week the board suspended the 
Wisconsin Auto Sales Co. of Mil- 
waukee, the Howard Automobile Co.

U. S. Census Figures Support 
Claims of Club Regarding 
City’s Growth. : 





The Commercial Club of East St. Louis 
announced yesterday that two more 
large industries had been secured and 
two others were about ready to locate. 

The Cgntral Barrel Co., capitalized for 
$50,000, will erect a plant at Eighth street 
and Trendley avenue, and the Gold- 
smith-Tick Iron and Steel Co. of Padu- 
cah, Ky., will build at Thirteenth street 
and Division avenue. The names of the 
other two manufacturers who are about 
to locate have not been made public be- 
cause negotiations for sttes are pend- 
ing. 

The Commercial Club is well pleased 
with its recent “Know East St. Louis” 
trip, made on a special train, which took 
members of the club and guests on a 
tour of the city, and gave them a chance 
to see the 150 factories now in opera- 
tion. 

New Plants Located. 

Since Jan. 1 the following companies 
have erected or have under construction 
large plants: Granby Mining and Smelt- 
ing Co. of Granby, Mo., to build a $2,- 
500,000 plant; General Chemical Co. of 
New York is constructing a _ $1,000,000 
plant; Ralston Purina Co. of Missouri to 
build a $500,000 factory, Attica Bridge Co. 
of Attica, Ind., to build a $100,000 plant: 
Severance Tank and Silo Co., to build 
$75,000 plant, and the Bernet-Craft-Kauf- 
man Milling Co., to build a $50,000 plant. 

The figures contained in the United 
States census report for 1910 show a 
large gain in the value of East St. Louis 
manufactures as compared with ‘1904. 
The figures are based on 1909, and while 
they are highly complimentary, the 
Commercial Club calls attention to the 
fact that a steady improvement has 
been achieved since the figures were 
compiled.

Reserves Right to Resist Orders 
of Public Service Commis- 
sion at Will. 


INQUIRY ON TOMORROW 


Commission to Proceed Till Au- 
thority Is Questioned, Then 
Invoke Law. 


An investigation to determine the 
value of the property and holdings 
of the Kinloch Telephone Co. will be 
begun tomorrow by the: Publi¢ Ser- 
vice Commission. It is expected that 
the tabulation of assets can be comi- 
pleted within six months. The Com- 


migssom will complete its investiga- 
tion of the Bell Telephone Co. next 
month and will make a report when 
the Municipal Assembly reconvenes 
in September. 

H. Linton Reber, vice-president and 
general manager of the Kinloch, haa 
notified the commission that the 
company will allow an examination 
of its books and records “as a cour- 
tesy,” but reserves the right to stop 
the investigation or resist the orders 
of the commission at any time it de- 
sires. 

Reber, acting for his company, told 
James E. Allison, chief engineer of 
the commission, that he has been ad- 
vised by the company’s attorneys 
that the Public Service Commission 
or the city of St. Louis has no legal 
right to carry on an investigation of 
the telephone company. 


Company’s Position, 
The position taken by the company 


is shown by the following paragraphs 
from its letter submitted by Reber 
to the commission. 

“However, out of. respect to the 
citizens of St. Louis, and partly as a 
matter of courtesy to your commis- 
sion, we hereby notify you that we 
hold ourselves in readiness, at any 
time, to allow your body to make an 
investigation of our affairs, with the 
distinct reservation, however, that: in 
so doing we are in no way releasing 
any rights whatsoever we have, to 
either resist any investigation, or to 
stop any investigation that we may 
see fit. 

“We do not recognize any power 
on the part of your commission to 
carry on this investigation, and any 


submit to voluntarily, expressly re- 
serving all our legal rights and rem- 
edies in the premises.” 

The commission will put a force 
of experts at work immediately and 
will continue the investigation until 
its authority is resisted by an actual 
resistance. It will then apply to the 
courts for authority to compel the 
Kinloch Company to submit its 
records if necessary. % 

Commission’s Stand. 

The position of the commission is 
outlined by James E. Allison in the 
following’ statement to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday: 

“The commission does not coin- 
cide with the views and position 
taken by the Kinloch Company, and 
we will proceed with the investiga- 
tion until our authority. is actually 
resisted in fact. It will then be time 
to put the power of the city to. the 
test. 

“In case of disputed authority the 
Commission considers it a duty te 
fully demonstrate either the weakness 
or power of the present lawg in 
order that the public may become 
fully informed as to the l 
needed to bring about real regulation 
of public utilities.” 

The controversy between the com- 
mission and the Kinloch hag been 
waged since February. Since the 
commission requested the telephone 
company to co-operate with it in 
making an investigation the telephone 
officials have sought delays and have 
failed to give aq definite answer, 
When the company officials were re- 
cently summoned to appear before 
the commission Reber made formal 
objection to the investigation. One 
of his objections was that the Inves- 
tigation might reveal business secrets 
to its competitor. 

The Bell Telephone Co. gave per- 
mission to the commission to examine 
its records and property so that a 
report could be made regulating 
telephone rates and specifying what 
amount of dividends the company 
should be allowed to earn. The com-

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"|HUNDRED CONVICTS 
TO WORK ON HONOR 


Kansas. State P. Penitentiary War- 
den to Try Honor System 


for First Time. 
‘LANSING, -Kan., June 29.—One hun- 
dred ‘convicts in- the State penitentiary 
here are to be put to work on the State 
roads’in a few days, and Warden Cod- 


ding is going -to place them on their 
honor not to escape. It will be the 
first time the honor+system has been 
tried in the Kansas penitentiary, and 
Warden Codding, who has worked a 
complete reformation in the prison, and 
has made a friend of every inmate, be- 
lieves it will be a complete success. 

The State Legislature at the last ses- 
sion provided that convicts should be 
placed at work on the river road be- 
tween Leavenworth and Kansas City. 
It is Warden Codding’s idea to send out 
the convicts to camp along the line of 
the road, one guard going with them 
merely to oversee the work and to have 
charge of the camp. The convicts will 
simply be placed on -their honor not to 
attempt to escape, and will work under 
civilian foremen appointed by Leaven- 
worth a Wyandotte ‘counties: The 
State will furnish all the labor for the 
road, the two counties providing only 
the machinery and material for the 
macadamizing.

THAW IS BAITED 
BY JEROME INTO 
BURSTS OF TEMPER 


Prosecutor Pleased at Prisoner’s 
Abuse, Holding This Proof 
Slayer Is Still Insane. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 29.—The 


hearing at which Harry K. Thaw is at- 
tempting to prove he has recovered his 
reason and is entitled to be released 
from the State asylum for the criminal 
insane at Matteawan has now occupied 
two calendar weeks, or 10 court days. 
It is likely to continue another week, 


although Justice Keogh will make every 
effort to close the case Wednesday, 

In the 10 sessions Thaw has been on 
the stand 10 hours, in which time Wil- 
liam Travers Jerome, special prosecutor 
for the State, hag tried to show the pris- 
oner is still suffering from the delusions 
found to exist at the time he was com- 
mitted by Justice Dowling early in 1908, 
The principal hallucinations were that 
Jerome, then District Attorney, was 
the chief of a number of conspirators 
whose object it was to keep him in Mat- 
teawan for life; that Stanford White, 
whom he killed, headed a band of rich | 
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 dhee the “Monk” ' Eastman gang 
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had 


been hired by his enemic: to kick him 
to death, ° 
Says They Are Facts. 

The examination of Thaw seems to 
prove that he still believes in the con- 
spiracy, and that he has a fair idea the 
famous architect committed the crimes 
attributed to him. He declares, how- 
ever, that these are not hallucinations, 
but facts. He charges Jerome with try- 
ing even yet to keep him in the asylum, 
4 and hames as his present aids Clifford 
W. Hartridge and Dr. Austin Flint. The 
latter is the State’s chief allenist and 
Hartridge a lawyer he discharged. He 
maintains that the attorney squandered 
large sums of money given to him to 
prepare the first trial and that Dr. 
Flint, prior to the 1909 hearing, induced 
his wife, Evelyn Nesbit 1 naw, to tes- 
tify against him and coached her. 

The prosecutor has been unabie to 
break Thaw down as he did in 1909, but 
he has succeeded most admirably in 
arousing his temper an. baiting him 
until charges against his inquisitor and 
others have flowed from Thaw’s lips. 
Whenever he has been able to launch a 
particularly vicious thrust Thaw has 
manifested the greatest satisfaction. He 
has taken the keenest delight in calling 
Jerome crooked, unjust, contemptible 
and false to his trust. 

Jerome Equally Pieased, 

Jerome has been equally pleased with 
his success in getting these statements 
on record. He will hold that they prove 
Thaw to be still suffering from mania, 
and therefore unsafe. 

The great question which must neces- 
sarily arise will be whether these out- 
bursts are due to insanity or to ill tem- 
per and vanity on the part of Thaw.

The deal 
proved a loser for the school of far- 
estry and the State shut up the for- 
estry school and sued to regain the 
timber tract and to end = cooper- 
age contract.

The cotton markey continues ulet 
and steady. The range of mon tin in 
the contract market is narrow and 
trading seems limited to the evening 
up of professionals as their opinions 
change with the weather. The posi- 
tion of July contracts in New Orleans 
is watched with considerable inter- 
est, as it maintains a high premium 
over the July contract in New York. 
At what level commitments to this 
month will be liquidated is a ques- 
tion not easily answered, as spot cot- 
ton cannot be sent there and ten- 
dered without loss, and very little of 
the New York stock is good enough, 

In Liverpool the market keeps 
within a narrow range but it is no- 
ticeable that around 6.50 the market 
halts in its upward movement. The 
course of the Liverpool market de- 
pends on the weather. The fair 
amount of business that is being done 
abroad. coupled -with forward sales 
made early in the spring, serves to 
keep spinners busy and sales of cot- 
ton are Of satisfactory volume. 


Goods Market Inactive. 


The dry goods market is rather in- 
active. Goods are moving fairly well, 
but the export trade is not as satis- 
factory as might be wished. There 
seems to be a let-up in demand from 
China and Southern Burope, the lat- 
ter because of the war troubles more 
than anything else; China seems to be 
troubled with too large a stock of 

oods, but authorities differ as to 
this. In the domestic trade goods are 
generally higher, especially print 
cloths, which move readily. 

The spot markets are generally un- 
changed and steady and sales are not 
large. Stocks are small, when the ex- 
tremely large crop is taken into consid- 
eration, and have been picked over until 
the bulk of cotton now for sale is off in 
grade and color. Good cottons com- 
mand a good premium and are scarce 


and spinners evince a willingness to 
pay a good stiff price for them. 

Trading is restricted on account of 
the necessarily irregular offerings; 
stocks in the interior markets and at 
the ports continue to decrease; the total 
stock of cotton in the United States 
in counted interior towns and at the 
ports was 648,052 bales on June 21; on 
Aug. 31 last, there were in the United 
States, at counted interior towns and 
at the ports, about 325,000 bales; there 
have come into sight this season (to 
June 21), 14,893,000 bales, a total of 15,- 
218,000™bales, all of which has gone for- 
ward except. the 548,052 noted above. As 
the cotton is moving out faster than 
it comes into sight, holders, in view of 
the figures noted, are not inclined to 
make concessions in order to sell their 
cottons. 


Weather Is Favoerabl e. 


The weather in the main has been 
favorable to the cultivation of cotton, 
but there have been some complaints 
made of temperatures being too low at 
night. In Texas and Oklahoma, condi- 
tions are good, particularly in Central 
and Southwestern Texas, where a large 
crop is expected. In Arkansas the crop 
is progressing favorably. In Mississippi 
conditions are fair, but the overflowed 
districts of this State and Louisiana 
are far behind. From Alabama, Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas come some com- 
plaints of too much rain, but progress 
there has been satisfactory. 

In the last three states it is noticed 
that the plant is showing the effects 
of the poor preparation that the land 
underwent and stands are somewhat 
spotted. This might have been expected 
with the late start and the fitful op- 
portunities for planting, conditions that 
require almost perfect weather to be 
overcome. At present these sectious are 
enjoying favorable weather, which will 
go a long way to strengthen the growing 
plant and allow it to catch up.

NEW YORK, June 29. 
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Lack of moisture in the domestic and 
Canadian spring wheat territory, accom- 
panied by, very high temperatures, 
started the second “crop scare” of the 
Season the past week. The developments 
Gave the Chicago manipulators of July 
Wheat a chance to run-in an unwieldy 
short interest, and lift the price of that 
option nearly 6 cents a bushel. The 
market closed the week only slightly be- 
low the highest level. 

Looking at the wheat market from all 
angles, there seems little in the sit- 


uation to indicate that prices will hold 
the present level or be carried higher, 
unless a severe drouth develops in the 
spring wheat area, which is ridiculous 
talk at the present writing, as the crop 
hag been ward from a liate wet 
spring, and forcing temperatures for a 
ees or ten day8 is just what the plant 


Crop May Go Back. 

Even were the crop subjected to drouth 
and a loss of percentage of 10 points 
in condition recorded, it is doubtful if 
the public could be drawn into the spec- 
ulation at this price level. 

The ‘‘dear public’ was given a specu- 
lative touch of high life a month ago 
on winter-kKilling scare, and saw the 
bottom drop out of the market after 
they -were heavily interested. It is 
doubtful if the same cat can be made 
to burn its paw twice in the same sea- 
son, unless conditions become such as to 
call for a wide and legitimate adjust- 
ment of prices by an extreme cut in the 
total yield of spring wheat. 

It must also be remembered that in 
the Government’s average of spring 
wheat conditions on June 1, an allow- 
ance was made in the figures for a 
depreciation of about 10 per cent or up- 
wards of 50,000,000 bushels. 

So far this depreciation has failed to 
materialize and conditions, if anything, 
are higher than on June 1. Allowing 
for depreciation, the Government June 
forecast indicated 265,000,000 bushels of 
spring wheat, against 190,000,000 last year, 
so it is easy to see what a bearish 
condition is actually created unless the 
crop goes back woefully. 

Winter Crop Good. 

At the same time the market Is being 
held up by talk of drouth in the North- 
west, the Southwest harvest is rapidly 
nearing the point where heavy shipments 
of new wheat to market may be looked 
forward to. Even in Missouri and the 
states east of the Missouri River, crop 
reports indicate much more of a crop 
than was talked of some time back, 
when the winter-killing scare made the 
entire trade fear the country was facing 
a calamity. 

Official estimates at that time placed 
the loss in winter wheat at ,000, 
bushels. Now it is highly probable that 
the figures are nearer 50,000,000, and some 
reliable authorities place them closer to 
40,000,000. If this proves correct the har- 
vest in Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma 
will more than make up the Eastern def- 
icit, and should the Northwest crop 
come to maturity at anywhere near its 
present condition, instead of a total 
yield of wheat of 7,000,000 bushels over 
last year, as was indicated by the last 
Government report, the figures wil! run 
15,000,000 to 20,000,000 bushels more and 
the price now is 15 to 20 cents above one 
year ago. 

July Wheat Manipulated. 


That the manipulators in Chicago are 
in a weak position as rds the July 
option was Indicated in the late week, 
when it developed that efforts were 
again being made by the strong-arm 

ng on the Board of Trade to tie vp all 
the available elevator room in the Windy 
City, so as to make it impossible to de- 
liver actual grain on July contracts. 

It is hardly possible that the Board 
of Trade will countenance such actions. 
Hence it would not be surprising to see 
a sudden break of 5 to 6 cents in the 
price of July wheat, as weather condi- 
tions are such that *a deluge of new

DOUBLE AMOUNT ASKED 





Plaintiffs Seek ‘to Get Twice 
Amount of So-Called Exces- 
sive Interest. 


Three suits in which judgments 
totaling $285,769.78 are asked were 
ifiled in the Circuit Court yesterday 
against the National Bank of Com- 
merce in St. Louis, which forms an- 
other chapter of the famous “‘tin 
box” litigation. The controversy in 
each involves the same transaction as 
that alleged by J. T. Long of Kansas 
City, who fil®d suit against the bank 
last September for $333,450 on ac- 
count of alleged usurious interest 
and charges on a loan of 200,000 
made to Long by the bank. 

In one of the suits filed yesterday 
the Wayne Iron & Lumber Co., 
Charles M. Hays, William Cowan, 
David H. Glass, Elwyn R. Locke, 
Charles Rodgers, William 8S. Glass 
and Samuel M. Locke seek $110,308,66, 
which amount, it is alleged, is double 
the amount of overcharges in con- 
nection with loans made by the bank 
@o J. T. Long and the Holloday- 
Klotz Land & Lumber Co. A separ- 
ate suit filed by William Cowan and 
based on the same transactions asks 
judgment for the same amount. These 
plaintiffs, it is set forth, assumed the 
indebtedness of Long and the Hollo- 
day-Klatz Company with the bank 
and gave renewal notes. 

+ Double the Overcharge. 

The other suit is by the Holloday- 
Klotz Land and Lumber Co. for $65,- 
152.66, which, it is alleged, is double 
the amount of overcharges by the tank 
on a $250,000 note representing the com- 
bined indebtedness of Long and the 
company to thé bank. 

According to the allegations tn the 
suits for $119,268.66, Long obtained a 
loan of $200,000 from the defendant bank, 
Sept. 29, 1905. Collateral worth about 
$500,000, it ‘is set forth, was pledged 
as security. Subsequently the plaintiffs 
assumed the vbligation of Long and 
that of Holleday-Klotz Co., the indebt- 
edness of which had become merged 
with Long’s and acquired title to the 
collateral. Renewa! notes were made 
on the representation by the bank, it is 
alleged, that Long and the lumber com- 
pany owed a total of $301,000, tncluding 
principal and imterest,.to the bank and 
owed the Hamilton Investment ° Co., 
which is alleged to be controlled by the 
bank, $39,989.26. On account of the re- 
newnl notes given in this instance the 
plaintiffs. say they. were overcharged in 
interest $55,154.33, and sue for double 
that amount- in both cases. 


Long’s Suit Pendin 
Long’s suit against the ba nk is pend- 


ing before, Judge. Theodore Rassieur, 
who was appointed by Judge Fisher as 
refcree in the case. 

In depositions in this sult the Ham- 
ilton Investment Co. was referred to 
as a “tin-box ‘investment company.” 
Long, like the plaintiffs in the suits 
just filed, sues for double the amount 
of the alleged excessive interest charge. 

The attorneys for the plaintiffs are 
the law firms of Jones, Hocker, Hawes 
Bates, Blodgett, Williams 
& Davis and C. C. Madison, a Kansas 
City lawyer. » The sults were filed late 
yesterday, in timé to escape the statute 
of limitation.

There ar® 721 villages and cities of 
the third class, and 663 of these have 
libraries, with a total of 153,286 volumes.

Appeals to Judge.

When this 
was firmly refused, Schield threw his 
hands before his eyes and staggered 
about in a circle like a blind man, 
weeping: “Ten years! Ten years!” 

His wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Schield, who 
Was sitting nearby, fell into hysterics 
and tore her hair. In her agitation her 
daughter Myrtle, & years old, fell from 
her lap to the floor and added her 
childish wails to those of her parents. 

Mrs. Schield suddenly plunged head 
first from her chair to the floor, bruis- 
ing her face. Shetwas unconscious for 
2) minutes, and tn the delirium follow- 
ing her recovery of sensibility, moaned: 
“It was my fault. I gave him the re- 
volver.”’ 

On May @® Schield was standing at 
the Wellston loop™ when Miss Rose 
Stille approached, holding a bank book 
ro which protruded the ends of a 
numidiaet bills, which she was on her 
way to ank for her employer. Schield 
knocked her down and seized the money, 
$270. Brandishing a revolver which’ his 
wife said she had given him that morn- 
ing to pawn, he filed. 

Fired at Pursuvers. 

Several citizens and a policeman pur- 
sued, and Schield fired five shots at 
them. He leaped on a street car and 
commanded the motormen, at pistol 
point, to drivé the car at its top speed 
to aid in his escape. But he was over- 
taken and was severely beaten about 
the head by a patrolman with the but 
of his revolver. It was at the city hos- 
pital, where Schield was treated for js 
wounds, that Mrs. Weiss became Inter- 
ested tn his case. 

Judge Wurdeman told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night why he doubled the

fense “a particularly atrocious 
crime.”’ 

“The law,”’ said he, “knows no dis- 
tinction between married and unmarried 
men. It would be as unfair to discrim- 
inate in behalf of the former as to fa- 
vor a rich man over a poor one, or a 


white man over a negro. 


Sorry for Mrs. Schield. 

“The reason I doubled the sentence 
recommended by Mr. Mills was that he 
proposed the minimum penalty, as if 
this had been an ordinary case. As it 
was an extraordinary crime, and a par- 
ticularly atrocious one, the sentence 
had to be made more severe. This man 
attacked and knocked down a defense- 
less woman. He fired shots from a 
deadly weapon on a public street. 

“Neither can the law take tales of 
hardships into consideration. Besides, 
they are usually untrue. Personally, [ 
feel sorry for Schield’s wife and chil- 
dren, but sympathy cannot be permit- 
ted to affect a judicial decision. 

“In addition, an examples must be 
made of residents of St. Louis who 
cross the border into the county to 
commit crime. I do not say that I 
made an example of Schield. The cir- 
cumstances of the case demanded se- 
vere punishment.”’

Story of Hardships. 

On reviving after fainting, Mrs. Schield 
told a story of a man half-crazed and 
tempted to crime at the sudden sight 
of money by the hunger of his wife and 
three children. 

“In the summer of 1910,” she said, 
“my husband was employed in Chicago 
at a salary of $100 a month. A news- 
paper started a subscription contest 
with an automobile as a prize, and he 
attempted to win it. Many of his ac- 
quaintances promised to take sf&bscrip- 
tions, and on their promise to pay him 
he advanced the money for them. But 
they refusefl to pay and he found him- 


for assistance. Soon the 
usury they demanhded was almost as 


‘much as his entire wages. They sar- 


nfsheed his Salary and literally hounded 
him out of Chicago. 

“He drew a month's pay and we es- 
ecaped to St. Louis, reaching here . in 
February of this year. We took rooms 
at 5352 Patton avehue. But for weeks 
he could find no work. He had always 
been a clerk, and when he applied for 
matiua!l labor they would .Jook at his 
hands and say: “You can’t work.’ 

“Gradually we sold everything we 








pay but « mattress. The last thing 1 
sold was a new linen tablecloth which 
had cost $8.50, but for which I could get 
only $2.50. A woman in the same house 
let me make coffee on her stove after 
the gas company had taken ours away. 

“For a month we lived on dry bread 
and water, only sometimes Wwe had mo- 
lasses. There were the three children, 
William, 12 years old; Frederick, 10, 
and Myrtle. We couldn’t keep them in 
school any longer. 

“On the morning of May 20 my hus- 
band was almost out of his mind with 
hunger and grief. The rent for two 
months was due on that day, and the 
landlord had said that we must pay 
or get out. The last thing pawnable 
we had was a revolver which my hus- 
band had purchased when he was a spe- 
cial deputy during a’ Chicago strike In 
1905. 


Gets Work as 2@& Maid. 

“He had not attempted to dispose 
of the pistol before because he said 
he was afraid of being arrested for 
carying concealed weapons if he took 
it out of the house. But we had ‘no 
money and I begged him to take the 
revolver. I feel I was responsible 
for what resulted. 

“He told me that he would get the 
rent money some way, and left. I 
waited all day and he did not re- 
turn. I sat up all night. The next 
morning I read of the robbery in 
Wellston. Although my husband had 
given the assumed name of ‘Edward 
Davis’ to protect his family, I had a 
presentiment that it was he. I went 
to the Page boulevard police sta- 
tion and found him a prisoner.” 

Mrs. Schield said that after her 
husband’s arrest she got work as a 
maid in a boarding house on West 
Pine boulevard at $3 a week, where 
she and Myrtle were permitted to 
sleep in the cellar. The older chil- 
dren she sent to Schield’s brother, 
Charles Schield, in Chicago. 

Place Offered to Her. 

She was treated at Clayton by Dr. H. 
T, Randle, who, on hearing her story, 
offered her employment at his home, 
with permission to have Myrtle with her. 
She declined the offer temporarily, de- 
claring that she owed a duty to her St. 
Louls employer, who, she said, had 
taken her in when she was stafving, and 
with whom she preferred to remain un- 
til another maid was hired. 

“But if my husband is in Clayton 
many days,” she added, “I will accept 
Dr. Randle’s offer in order to be near 
him. When he its taken to Jefferson 
City I will go there, too, and live as 
near the prison as I can. I will try to 
see him every day. Then maybe'I can 
persuade the Governor to pardon him 
before the 10 years are over.”’ 

Schield is 38 years old and his wife 
is 30. They have been married 18 years. 
The keeper of the Clayton Jail has given 
her permission to see her husband there

It was well 
te take these Republican and Demo- 
cratic politicians ‘at their words and 
estimate the two parties accordingly. 
They must’ be assumed to Know 


themselves. 
Distrusts Newspapers. 

The newspapers of the two old 
parties were, similarly, not to be 
trusted, the speaker declared. 

‘He would be ashamed to go to either 
Chicago or Balimore, he said. He had 
gpen that Samuel Gompers was in Balti- 
more asking favors for organized labor. 
Gompers should be tired of begging by 
this time, he remarked. He had been 
kicked out so often that it should have 
become monotonous by now. The Soci- 
alists were not\asking favors of either 
of the two old parties. Socialists were 


working to obtain their rights for them- 


selves. 
As to Roosevelt's proposed third party, 


Debs said that the only claim Roose- 
velt himself had for popularity was due 
to his advocating Socialist measures, 
such as the initiative and referendum 
and the recall. And, too, La Follette 
mma Roosevelt already were quarreling 
so it 
Might be as well here, too, he said, to 
take them at their own estimate of each 
othe’. 
Would Remedy Conditions. 

“The troubles from which this country 
fe now suffering,’’ Debs declared, ‘““were 
due to an outgrown system. These con- 
ditions must be remedied, and Soclia- 
ist offered the remedy. This is an era 
of development and people are thinking 
for themselves. Socialism is the party 
of the working class, and it is growing 
rapidly. Four years ago, with 4,000 en- 
rolled party workers,’ it polled 500,000 
votes. It now has 130,000 enrolled 
workers and will poll a vote of much 
more than 1,500,000. The people have 
slum bered too long, but they must 
awake. The time must come when So- 
cialism will have many more than 
one Congressman.” 

He urged his hearers to be true to 
themselves and to get together. In 40 
Years from now, he said, the Socialist 
party would be the greatest political 
party in the world. The beneficent op- 
erations of socialism had already been 
shown in Milwaukee and elsewhere. So- 
cialists must work to put-their candi-

Editorial Tells of the ‘Nebraskan 
Entertaining Tammany 
Boss. 














Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, June 29.—The Cincinnati 


Times-Star, owned and edited by Charles 
EF. Taft, brother of the President, to- 
uight prints editorially the following un- 
der the caption “Bryan and Some of His 
Knemies.”’ 

“Mr. Bryan’s present rage against the 
reactionaries and plutocrats in the Dem- 
ocratic party—the Ryans, Macks and 
Murphys, who caused his defeat in the 
fight for the temporary chairmanship of 
the Baltimore convention—is not without 
its clements of humor. 

“When Bryan ran for the presidency 
in 1998, Norman E. Mack was chairman 
of the National Committee and in active 
charge of the Bryan campaign. It is 
the custom in both the great parties for 
the mominee to be given the choice of 
a National Committee chairman, who 
then takes charge of the practical 
work of campaign mianagement. So 
Mack evidently was not utterly abhor- 
rent to Bryan in 1908. 

“As for Ryan and Belmont, we don't 
remember that any resolution was pre- 
sented to the last Democratic conven- 
tion by Mr. Bryan or any of his friends 
pledging the Democracy to rid itself 
of any plutocratic influences that then 
gave promise of helping Mr. Bryan in 
the approaching campaign. 

“As for that strange natural phenom- 
enon, Charles F. Murphy of Tammany 
Hall, Mr. Bryan’s present fulminations 
against him bring back tender memories 
of a certain summer day in Lincoln 
four years ago. Mr. Bryan had just 
been nominated for the presidency. Mur- 
phy then, as now, boss of Tammy Hall, 
had been invited to visit the Nebraskan 
on his way home from Denver. He 
stopped over at Lincoln. Mr. Bryan met 
him at the station. Murphy was borne 
with suitable pomp and circumstance to 
Bryan’s home, there to be entertained 
at lynch, 

‘‘He was the guest of honor, sitting on 

Bryan’s right hand and being much 
palavered over by the famous Nebras- 
kan. If our memory does not entirely 
fai) us, the women members of Bryan’s 
family waited’ upon the Tammany chief- 
tain with their own hands. 
“But, of course, Bryan needed Mur- 
phy in 1908. Perhaps it is the recollec- 
tion of the fact that, after all that 
elaborate entertainment, New York City 
went Republican in November, that 
makes the Nebraskan so bitter when he 
thinks of Murphy today.”

SEAMEN'S WALKIN 
DELEGATES PURSUE 


*Stop, Let Our Men Off!” They 
Cry Through Speaking 
Trumpets. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 2.—The coastwise 
Seamen’s strike began in this harbor 
today when motor launches, owned by 
men with speaking trumpets pursued 
outgoing steamshipr, bellowing to them 

to “‘stop.”’ ° 

“Stop and let our men off. They 
Want to strike,’’ shouted the huskies 
through their megaphones. 

The captains on the bridges yelled 
back defiance to the ‘“‘walking’’ dele- 
gates and kept right on thelr way out 
past Sandy Hook. 

Several of the motor launches nar- 
rowly escaped being run down by the 
big coasters they’ were commanded to 
halt. 

The strike for whichsboth sides had 
been preparing during many months, 
was to have gone into effect at 6 p. m., 
at which hour the’ yearly wage agree- 
ment lapsed. But the Atlantic Coast 
Seamen’s Union got impatient for ac- 
tion, and so the call-out order began 
to issue as early as 6 a. m. from Sec- 
retary G. E. Bodine’s office at 229 West 
street. 


H. H. Raymond, president of the 
American Steamship Association, and 
#pokesman for the companies, said this 
afternoon that not over 700 men were 
involved in the walkout. Bodine, who 
also is president of the National Trans- 
port Workers’ Union, and James Vidal, 
secretary of the Marine Firemen’s Un- 
lon, asserted that 15,000 steamship work- 
ers answered the call to quit. 

Efforts are being made to get the 
tongshoremen to join the strike, but so 
far without success. 


All but one of the dozen or more coast- 
ers that were scheduled to leave got 
away. They included the Saratoga, the 
Camaguey, the Virginian of the Ward 
Line, the Orient of the Morgan Line, 
the City of Montgomery of the Savan- 
nah J.ine, the Arapahoe and Carib of

the Clyde Line, the Madison, the Ham- 
ilton and Jamestown of the Old Do- 
minion Line, the Bunker Hill of the 
Eastern Steamship Corporation. 

The Sixaolo of the United Fruit Co."s 
Line was delayed an hour by the strik- 
ing firemen, oilers and water tenders. 
™he boat files the British flag, but the 
men on board walked out in sympathy. 

In addition to the men from the engine 
room, three quartermasters also quit in 
sympathy. The men said the company 
had always treated them well and that 
they had no particular grievance against 
the company, but they had been ordered 
out and had obeyed. 

“We'll do better next week,” the 
strikers said. They predicted that they 
would succeed in tying up New Yorks 
yupply of fresh fruits and vegetables 
‘from Southern markets. 

The steamship companies say chey 
have sufficient strikebreakers available 
to meet any emergency. 

According to the president of the 
longshoremen’s local, only one local of 
dock workers, containing about 600 mem- 
bers, now belong to the National Trans- 
port Workers’ Federation of America. 
Other locals, however, are included in 
the official directory published every 
Saturday in Labor Culture, the organ 
of the transport workers of America.

AMERICANS DRINK 


03,000,000 BBLS 
DCER IN ONE YEAR 


Due to That and Other Reasons: 
Uncle Sam Has Surplus of 
$32,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Federal 
Government closed the fiscal year to- 
day with a surplus of $32,000,000, ac- 
cording to estimates based upon incom- 
plete returns from the various sources 
of revenue the country over. This 


amount far exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations of Secretary MacVeagh, 
who months ago estimated that the sur- 
A poe be $10,750,000. ‘The surplus at 
the close of the fisca] 
pave hi year 1911 was $465,- 
The failure of Congress to pass the 
general deficiency and other appropria- 
tion bills which would have called for 
large disbursements during the clos- 
ing days of the fiscal year, helped the 
Government to pile up its surplus. 
Another big element tn the figures 
was the corporation tax which it is 
calculated brought $27,000,000 against 
$33,000,000 last year. Customs re- 
ceipts yielded about $310,000,000 this 
fiscal year, against $314,000,000 last 
year, while internal revenue taxes 
amounted to  $292,000,000 
$289,000,000. Rain: 
The taxation on beer indicated that 
the American people cqnsumed 63,- 
000,000 barrels during the year. The 
Government realized $149,000,000 on 
distilled spirits, $63,000,000 on beer 
and $70,000,000 on tobacco.

Miss Risque had at first a bent taward paint- 
ing, until the keen eye of her instructor, Julian 
Zolnay, discovered that her genuine vocation was 
sculpture. Beginning with children’s portraits in 
clay and bronze, she advanced in her art with 
rapid strides until she achieved the artist’s most 
desirable goal—recognition from the Paris Salon. 
Her “Petite Nymphe,” a life-size design for a 
fountain, is a little girl, daintily delicate of form, 
holding a fish by the tail. 

One of her earlier pieces is the figure of a weary 
old man, utterly relaxed in sleep—Father Time. 
This statue has been cast in concrete for a sun 
dial. Among her clay portraits made in St. 
Louls are those of the children of Mr. and Mrs, 
Claude S. Kennerly, .Mr. and Mrs. Joseph W. 
Lewis, Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Stoner, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sam Plant and Dr. and Mrs. H. J. Cummings. 
Several of her statuettes and small pieces in 
bisque were admired at the recent exhibition of 
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St. Louis artists held by the Civic League at the 
Public Library. 

She went abroad last year, after she had be- 
come a member of the Association of Western 
Artists and of the New York Ceramic Society, 
and entered in October the Academie Colarossi, 
in Paris, under Paul Bartlett. But Ler independ- 
ent genius revolted against the confinement Of 
a school, and she joined with a friend in setting 
up an atelier of their own. It was here that she 
modeled her water nymph.

In addition to her verses, Miss Risque has writ- 
ten a book of fairy tales and has composed many 
pieces of music. As an added evidence of her ver- 
satility, she is considered one of the best ama- 
teur violinists in St, Louis. But these nccomplish- 
ments she does not willingly display. She is per- 
haps best contented to speak of her statuettes of 
children, whose spirit she has the gift of inter- 
preting with grace, That she has ideas of her 
own is indicated by the following remarks about 
child figures:

Often the limbs 
and body have been twisted awry by habits of 


unnatural sitting, just as the expression of the 


face has become artificial by long-continued mask- 
ing of the feelinzs. 


“When grown persons pose for you they don’t 
stand or sit naturally or gracefully; they are 
more likely to attempt to strike an attitude which 
they consider artistic. 

“There is nothing more beautiful than a grow- 
ing boy. He is lithe and supple. I am speaking 
of a nude boy. Modern clothing is ugly. Cloth- 
ing masks true beauty just as an affected pose or 
a concealed expression does.” 

Speaking of one of her tiny figures, a plaster 
model of a naked boy standing upright, with legs 
apart and head thrown back, she says: “Sponta- 
neous grace! Drape that figure in jacket and 
knickerbockers and you cover the natural beauty 
with a veil.” 

The remarkable keenness and promptitude of 
glance by which Miss Risque can catch in a mo 
ment the entire spirit of her subject is shown 
in many of her works. She saw a child playing 
in a yard and, without farther posing, went into 
her studio and modeled “The Baby Next Door.” 
Her “Father Time”. was conceived while a model 
in one of Zolnay’s classes, an old soldier of the 
Crimean War, fell into a nap of a few moments 
one day with his long white beard spread over 
hie bare breast.

Then the message which was to thrill the 
world that morning spluttered into a blur, as a 
faulty pen halts with a blot in the middle of a 
sentence, There was a moment of incoherent 
struggle for speech, and silence. The cry for 
help had but half issued from the throat of 
midnight and had been, strangled. 

In vain did the agitated operator at Cape Race 
send his call for the Titanic leaping out over 
the ocean again and again. There was no an- 
Swer.. 

The silence left in suspense those questions 
which were to alarm two continents for bours 
and days before they were answered. Had the 
Titanic, the “unsinkable ship,” really foundered? 
Had all her passengers been rescued, or were 
hundreds drowned? Had other vessels been able 
to reach her in time? What of John Jacob Astor. 
of William T. Stead, of Maj. Archie Butt, of 
many other notables on the ship? 

Not for 24 hours was it positively known that 
the Titamic had gone to the bottom and that the 
Carpathia had saved but a moiety of her pas- 
sengers and crew. Other days passed before the 
deaths of Col. Astor and of other distinguished 
men on the ship became certain. And it was 
not until the arrival of the Carpathia in New 
York that the full magnitude of the disaster 
burst upon the public.

Ugak is four miles long from north to south 
and three miles wide. It lies in an isolated posi- 
tion south and west of the main Aleutian group. 
Its nearest neighbor is Kodiak Island, of much 
larger area, which has a town of about 500 inhab- 
itants. The town, however, is 40 miles from 
Ugak, and, as there is no landing place on Ko- 
diak between that place and Ugak, the abode of 
Capt. Anderson is therefore 40 miles from the 
nearest point of communication with other hu- 
man beings. 

Ugak is 40 miles from the nearest outpost of 
population in summer time, but in the long Alas- 
kan winters it might as well be 40,000 miles, for 
the stormy weather which prevails throughout 
that season of eight or nine months cuts it off 
in an isolation that is absolute. It is impossible, 
Capt. Anderson says, for any boat to make the 
passage between Kodiak and Ugak except in 
simmer. Consequently he has been absolutely 
shut off from the outside world during the great- 


e. part of the 19 years he has lived on his 
island. 

It is his island, though he does not actua!lly 
own it. Despite the fact that most of the are 
of Ugak belongs still to the United States Gov- 
ernment, Capt.. Anderson is “lord of the fowl 
and the brute” all over the island, for the simple 
reason that he owns tne one solitary landing 
place. Ugak is practically a Gibraltar, its const 
line, save for one crescent-shaped bay at ‘he 
north end, being an almost continuous wail of 
rock rising out of the sea. At some points tlese 
cliffs reach an altitude of 900 feet. The little bay 
has a rugged and rocky coast, and there is just 
one place where a small boat may make a land- 
ing. Capt. Anderson’s homestead of 169 acres, 
which he “took up” under the Governnwnt laws 
relating to Alaskan territory, includes this land- 
ing place. He owns it outright, and “bis right 
there is none to dispute.” So that if any other 


ambitious trapper should try to poach upon his

ALASKA’S SUMMER: WEALTH OF WILD FLOWERS . 


NE of the impressions left with the tour- 
ist in Alaska is of the luxuriance of the 
summer verdure, the rich green that sug- 

gests an English landscape. This verdure seems 
strange in a land associated usualiy with snow- 
capped mountains and glaciers. The profusion 
of varicolored flowers and grasses, the result of 
from 18 to 20 hours of sunshine a day, makes this 
country in summer a surprise and delight. 
Everyone who goes to Alaska takes a prome- 
nade along the famous Sitka walk, laid out by the 
Russians years ago, on the shore of Sika Bay 
and the beautiful Indian River. It is noteworthy, 
not alone because good roads are scarce in this 
country, but also because of its beaucy. Those 
who penetrate this “lover's lane,” as it is called, 
are charmed with its delights. Immense and aged 
fir trees border it, mosses and lichens and wild 
flowers grow in the shade and the native berries 
fringe the pathway. ,The nature lover is en- 
raptured with the mile and a. half of sylvan 
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beauty. 

One can understand that such a welk may exist 
in Sit’a, which enjoys warih breezes from the 
sea to such an extent that the air is always moist. 
The surprising revelation is to find wild flowers 
in the interior, in regions where snow and ice 
predominate for many months of the year. There 
are acres of forget-me-nots on mountains 6000 feet 
above sea level, so many of them that they make 
a carpet of blue. You come across deserted In- 
dian villages where the houses, which are built 
of rough boards, are approached through weeds 
and pilobium so high and so rank that it is neces- 
sary to part them overhead in order to penetrate 
them. Acres of the magenta-hued epilobium lend 
a bright note to the landscape, and it seems to 
grow everywhere. 

Far up to the north, near the spow line on the 
high mountains, are willows, dwarf alders and 
birchés, while Imlow are firs and spruces, some of 
them hundreds of years old. Under them is ver-

Some idea of the tremendous power of the new 
ipparatus to be installed can be gleaned from the 
fact that the experts of the Navy Department ex- 
pect to communicate with the army and navy 
stations in Alaska, a distance of more than 3000 
miles. In good \ weather direct communication 
will be possible with the vessels of the Pacific 
fleet on the Pacific Coast. Every vessel on this 
side of the Atlantic as far down as South Amer- 
‘ca and north to Greenland will be in constant 
communication and touch, even under the most 
1dverse conditions possible. 

With the completion of the wireless station at 
Fort Myer it will be the greatest wireless plant 
in the world. It will far exceed the receiving and 
sending capacity of the plant on top of the 1000- 
foot Eifel Tower, in Paris. 

Rear-Admiral Cone will have direct supervision

The wor’ upon the wireless tation at Fort 
Myer was begun a Ii'tle m than a year ago. 
Up to the time of the retirement of Rear-Admiral 
Hollyday as Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks it was under his direct supervision. Since 
January of this year the matter has been in 
charge of Rear-Admirai H. R. Stanford successor 
of Admira] Hollyday. Lieut. Carl Alexius Carl- 
son, a civil engineer in the navy, has had imme- 
diate supervision of construction. 

Three brick buildings also form a part of the 
station. They have been constructed in keeping 
with the ornamental design of the three towers. 
The first building is to be occupied by the officer 
in charge of the operation of the station. The 
second is the “receiving” buila.ng, which con- 
tains a sound-proof room; with walls one and 
one-half feet in thickness. The air spaces in 
this room are artificially ventilated. In this room 
will be placed the apparatus for sending and re- 
ceiving the wireless messages. 

The building wili also contain a dormitory for 
20 operators, a library, a living room, kitchen, 
laundry, operator’s office, office of the officer in 
charge of the station and a large laboratory to be 


A little more than a year ago Joseph E. Ralph, 
director of the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, suggested to the Secretary of the Treasury 
that a machine be constructed to launder the 
old currency and put it in shape for recirculation. 
After a year of experimenting such a machine, 
or rather set of machines, was built with a 
capacity of 20,000 pieces of paper currency per 
day. 

These machines wash the bills just as if they 
were cuffs or collars, starch them and iron them, 
so that they issue from the laundry looking as 
good as new. One set is in operation in Wash- 
ington and it is proposed to install others in 
the various sub-treasuries at New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, Cincinnati, 5t. 
Louis, New Orleans and San Francisco. It is 
also considered probable that the national banks 
will have to adopt the washer and soon all the 
principal financial institutions of the country 
will add a laundry branch to their establish- 
ments. 

The life of a one dollar bill is about 14 
months; at the end of that time the Dill which 
has left the Treasury in crisp, well starched con- 
dition returns so filthy and worn that it must 
be put through a macerator and completely de- 
stroyed. 

It has cost the Government one and one-third 
cents to make that bill and to this must be added 
two mills to pay the cost of destroying the bill.

pulp has no further use except for the making 
of souvenirs, which are sold for trifling sums 
to visitors to the Treasury Department. Most 
of the bills in circulation are one dollar bills, 
and naturally they receive far harder wear than 
bills of higher denominations, 

Five dollar bills, which take next rank in 
point of number in service, cost no more for 
inanufacture or destruction. Nearly 45 per cent 
of the bills issued in the year 1911 were of one, 
two and five dollar denominations. They 
amounted to 246,172,000 pieces. In the same 
fiscal year 232,560,071 pieces of paper currency 
were returned for redemption, in other words, 
‘or destruction. 

The cost to the Government of manufacturing 
and issuing these notes .was more than $3,000,- 
000, and the cost of destroying them about $400, 
C00. 

For the present, the Government will not un- 
dertake to wash any bills of the higher denom- 
inations, which contain yellow ink, for the rea- 
son that the potash in the suds in which the 
bills are washed causes yellow ink to run. How- 
ever, it is confidentially expected that eventually 
this difficulty will be overcome. 

To be properly laundered a bill must go 
through three separate machines. The first step 
consists of inserting the bills into the washer, 
which is made up of a series of rubbers with 
double blankets between them. Each bill is fed 
in detween these blankets, which hold them: flat

The plan as /irst outlined, and as announced 
in the newspapers, Was for a parade of society 
folk, all attired in their best, past a certain cor- 
ner in the residence section where the moving- 
picture machine was to be stationed, This idea 
did not meet with great favor, ag it was felt that 
such a parade would constitute rather a vulgar 
display. It was pointed out, further, that: as a 
result of the newspaper announcement there 
would be a motley crowd of spectators, some crit- 
ical and others broadly disposed to jeer at the 
spectacle, to say nothing of a squad of newspaper 
reporters and a battery of newspaper cameras. 

To avoid an undesirable number of spectators, 
both the time and place for taking the pictures 
were changed and the original plan was aban- 
doned altogether, and another which was consid- 
ered much more desirable in every way was ar- 
ranged.

Fur- 
thermore, they did not want to be misjudged in 
Oklahoma City, where the pictures probably would 
be shown before they would be started on their 
tour. of the country. 

They did not care to have their pictures shown 
ir horrid theaters all over the United States and 
they did not want the world to get its impression 
of Oklahoma City society from a vulgar moving- 
picture machine, anyway. 

Some of the guests who were unaware that any 
pictures were to be taken were very much dis- 
pleased because they had not dressed as they 
might have and feared they would not show up 
well in the films in comparison with others otf 
the party who were more gorgeously arrayed. The 
insinuation that some of those who were in on the 
secret made extra preparations in order to appear 
at their best is, of course, strenuously denied by 
the persons in question, 

Another complaint comes from some of those 
who are comparative newcomers in Oklahoma 
City society, and therefore not altogether assured 
of their social footing. They are unwilling to 
have the pictures go out representing them as 
“the” society of Oklahoma City, for fear that it 
will destroy their social future locally. They 
know that there is always a certain amount of 














Jealousy at the back of society everywhere, and 
fear that they might be charged with trying to 
push themselves in, which would be considered 
as one of the high crimes of society and probably 
would result in their social expatriation. 

With all of these interests arrayed against the 
films, the women who would be willing to have 
them exhibited hardly dare to make any expres- 
sion of opinion and are, keeping, discreetly. quiet. 
The Chamber of Commerce officials are loath to 
give up their cherished plan of showing the na- 
tion, and especially the Hast, that Oklahoma City 
has women as handsome and as handsomely 
gowned as any of the Eastern cities: but they 
realize that unless the present trouble cam .be 
smoothed down any efforts to take other, pic- 
tures of the same sort would be useless, 2s ‘they 
would only cause the trouble to break out albesh. 
They are, therefore, using all of their diplomacy 
and exerting every effort to soothe the lacerated 
feelings of the women who feel that they have 
teen injured. Thus they hope to save the pic- 
tures already taken.
